President Grant and the Radicals. 
_ General Grant resigns his posion as 
General of the army. We sincerely and 
earnestly hope that he may not have cause, 
before the 4th of March, 1878, to wish him- 
self back in the office from which he retires. 
He surrenders functions which ke compre- 
hends to undertake some that he probably 
does not. But, if he shall give himself to 
an honest and unassuming devotion to the 
national good, he will, with the patriotic 
and generous aid and support of the best 
portion of the people, make his way nobly 
and triumphantly through all difficulties. 

Ever since we can remember it has been 
said of every President, when he was en- 
tering upon office, that he had the fairest 
and best possible opportunity of serving 
the country and winning for himself the 
universal support of the people. We do 
not think that this was strictly true in Mr. 
Lincoln’s case, for, as we all know, a for- 
midable and mighty opposition was fully 
organized against him several months be- 
fore his nmauguration, and no course was 
open to him which he could pursue, how- 
ever cautiously and wisely, without being 
wasted against by a large portion of the 
nation, though it is probable that justice 
would eventually have been done him. 

President Grant is surrounded by cir- 
cumstances similar in some respects to 
those which surrounded President Lincoln, 


though dissinfilar in others. His duties 
are plain enough, but we doubt whether he 
can adopt any general course, which, for 
@ time at least,can unite in his support 
any large majority of the people. The 
great party which elected him demands 
and will demand from him a strict and rig- 
orous conformity to the letter and to the 
uttermost spirit of all its radical, wild, and 
mischievous policies; it will require from 
him an abandonment of all independence 
of thought and action; it will insist upon 
his making himself the slave of an uncon- 
stitutional power above his own; and, if 
he shail prove firm and brave and resolute 
in the performance of his great obligations, 
calmly withstanding the strongest opposi- 
tion while not invoking or defying it, he 
will umquestionably bring upon himself 
an amount of bitter opposition that only 
the noblest spirits of the world would like 
to incur even in following the noble path 
of duty. 

We expect President Grant to execute 
the laws if he thinks them constitutional, 
but we trust that he will in no case inter- 
pose or countenance any obstacle to the 
| testing of their constitutionality, and that 
_ he will endeavor to see them executed in 
literal accordance with the spirit of the 
decisions ‘of the tribunal established to 
render decisions in such cases. We expect 
and desire him to execute the existing laws 
| of Congress 80 long as they remain laws, 
| but we would have him execute them, as 
we trust that he will, not in a spirit of 
_ harshness and severity, but of moderation. 
Undoubtedly he will, so far as the functions 
of his office extend, sustain the odious and 
unjust reconstruction law, but we may 
venture to hope that he will, by his calm- 
ness and forbearance, make its injustice 
| felt as little as possible. There is often al- 

most as much scope for wisdom and pru- 
| dence and forbearance in the administration 
| of the laws as in their enactment. 

We cannot say with truth that we have 
any strong confidence in the incoming ad- 
ministration, but we cherish the more hope 
for the reason that the Radical party 
entertains evident fear. All the. in- 
telligence from Washington, coming 
through a hundred straight channels, agrees 
as to the fact that the condition of feel- 
img among the leading Radicals is becom- 
ing, as the day of inauguration approaches, 
one of deep, intense, and even painful anx- 


‘| fety. Some of the leaders try to laugh at 


the bare suggestion of a doubt whether 
President Grant will go with them in all 
their measures and policies, but their laugh 
is more spasmodic than natural, more 
doleful than cheerful. Other lenders, wiser 
and more candid than these, make no at- 
tempt to disguise their dread. There is, in 
truth, much reason for Radical apprehen- 
sion, more reason probably than ever exist- 
ed before in the case of a party about to 
see its candidate for the Presidency inau- 
gurated. In all times past the President 
elect has, considerably in advance of the 
| time of his inauguration, held free and full 
consultations with the ablest and most 
prominent men of his party, interchanged 
views and opinions with them, and desig- 
nated the members of his Cabinet. _In re- 
gard to these things there has never been 
in times past the slightest reserve. 

But all is changed now. General Grant 
innovates. He sets an entirely novel ex- 
ample, and the Radical leaders are per- 
| plexed thereat. They wonder what he 
/ means, and are afraid that he means disloy- 
_alty to party. They have been and arc 
| waiting patiently or impatiently at Wash- 
|ington, ready and anxious to give him 
| their advice, but their advice is not asked. 

| They are at pains to throw themselves in 
_ his path, but he passes them by with the 
‘simple compliments of the day. If they 
approach him indirectly by sly questions, 
they obtain no satisfaction. They have no 
information as to his designs. They have 
not the least idea what course, general or 
, he means to pursue, or even 
whether he has made up his mind upon 
the subject. Strain their eyes as they may 
in trying to look into the political or the 
partisan future, they see nothing but walls 
of mist and fog and cloud, beyond which 
their gaze can no more penetrate than it 
can extend beyond the tomb. 

Deeply anxious as the Radical leaders are 
not to break with Gen. Grant, determined as 
| they no doubt are to adhere to him so long 
as they are permitted to cherish a hope 
| that they can use him for their purposes, 
some, and nota few of them, make no ef- 
fortto deny or conceal their dissatisfac- 
tion. The chief point of anxiety and in- 
quiry svith them is whether he intends, in 
his action as President, to adopt the ad- 
vice and execute the will of his party in 
regard to matters not strictly provided 


They say that, if he undertakes to adopt 
the latter course, his fate will be that ot 
John Tyler, and, they add, Andrew John- 
son. . They have watched and waited to be 
“ gent tor” until their impatience is break- 
ing out at theip moutha. Their warnings 
are getting to sound like threats. They do 
not hesitate to proclaim, some of them 
openly and others half confidentially, that 
they are ready to wage war agaiast their 
President if he shall fail to recognize their 
| partisan rights and fulfill their partisan 


In regard to the Democratic party, we 
can only promise that it will endeavor t 
treat President Grant justly. It will not 
oppose his administration because it op- 
posed his. election. It will sustain him 
when ft thinks him right, and it will op- 
pose him when it thinks him wrong. If 
his administration shall prove a success, it 
will applaud him as heartily as if he were 
the President of its own choice. To win 
the applause of such a party were an ob- 
_ jeet worthy the highest ambition of any 
man that lives.

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The Last Dodge of the Rings. 
There appears to be no end to the de- 
vices of the railroad “rings” now besetting | 
Congress for subsidies. Driven from one | th 
device, they fly to another, and success- | 
ively to half a dozen others. In fertility of 
fraudulent resources, they aré inexhausti- | 
ble. They know a dozen grab-games, and | 
they do not harbor a doubt that some one 

of the dozen will succeed. 

A couple of railroads are fast getting | 
across the continent to the Pacific ocean at | 
& most enormous expense to the country, 
but these, instead of being enough in the 
estimation of the “rings,” terid only to cre- | 
ate and encourage the demand for more 
The “rings” are at work in Washington 
day and night. Finding that Congress, 
under some influence or other, the influ- | 
ence of public good or of political appre- 
hension, is fully resolved to give no more | 
subsidies of national bonds, they are now | 
asking from the Government a guarantee | 
on the payment of theirown bonds. But | 
this is only calling upon the Government | 
to do indirectly what it has resolved not to | 
do directly. If the Government give its | 
own bonds for the construction of the pro- | 
jected railroads, it will have to pay those 
bonds or repudiate them. And so if 
it shall give its own guarantees on the 
bonds of the companies, it will | 
have to pay the bonds or repudiate. The | 
whole amount of the matter must inevi- | 
tably be thesame in one case asin the | 
other. Government has never indorsed | 
the bonds of a private company without 
having to pay them, and Government never 
will. If the people are to have an addi- | 
tional weight of debt upon their shoulders, 
it makes no manner of difference to the | 
tax-payers whether they have to pay bonds | 
issued by the Government or bonds in- | 
dorsed by the Goyernment. Just as much 
money will be required in the one case as | 
in the other. And no matter what condi- | 
tions may be made, all conditions not fa- 
vorable to the interests of the railroad , 
companies or the railroad “rings” will be | 
dispensed with sooner or later. 


The Railread Menopolies. 

The New York Evening Post says and | 
shows that lands enough have been given 
away by Congress to make ten States, 
each of them larger than New York, and | 
the whole comprising nearly one-third of 
all the public lands of the nation. The | 
companies enriched by these monstrous | 
grants will soon wield a political and | 
financial power unknown as yet in this 
country and km®wn in Europe only by the . 
history of the British East India Compa- | 
ny. The monopolies will be such as the | 
world may well gaze at in astonishment | 
and dread. Congress seems to create, al- | 
most without a thought, a power that | 
will excite terrible thought hereafter. 

The Union and the Central Pacific Rail- | 
roads alone will control a nomiual finan- | 
cial interest of a hundred millions of dol- | 
lars, besides the immense value of the 
lands, a hundred and twenty-four millions 
of acres, conferred upon them as a gift, 
the total value of property and franchises 
being at this time not less probably than 
three hundred milhons of. dollars, the 
whole obtained without the expenditure | 
of a dollar, except in the payment of the 
third house of Congress, known as the 
lobby. The power of the companies over 
the States through which their roads are 
to run, and even over the contiguous , 
States, will be absolute, while over other 
States still further off it will be tremen- | 
dous, aad probably decisive. This power, | 
as it will be without check, will also be | 
without responsibility. It will not hold 
itself accountable to earth or heaven. | 

When we consider the vast success of | 
these Pacific railroad companies operating | 
in Congress upon a party utterly reckless | 
of national expenditures, national faith | 
national honor, and everything else, is it 
to be wondered at that the samecom- | 
panies and others are even now before 
Congress clamoring more loudiy than | 
ever for huge subsidies, and not seeming 
to doubt that they can continue to obtain | 
them so long as a dollar or an acre shall re- 
main to the Government? 


Signs of Strife. 

The most emphatic recommendation | 
that General Grant has made in his inter- 
course with his fellow-citizens at Wash- 
ington is that the tenure-of-office law shall 
be repealed, and the next in emphasis is 


that the Indian Bureau shall be transferred | 


to the War Department. But the Senate 
refuses to relax its grasp on the control 
which the tenure-of-office law gives it, and 


the Senate’s Indian Committee reports in | 
favor of the indefinite postponement of the 


House bill for the transfer ot the Bureau. 
These things are not ominous of har- 
mony between the next administration 
and its party in Congress. Grant, it is 
said, has much strength of will.
